As 
for criminal sexual conduct 
cases, my office has taken a 
tough stance on those cases by 
taking those to trial and seeking 
justice in the courtroom. If the 
victim will not testify, we seek 
convictions so the person is held 
accountable and has to register 
as a sex offender.

I think you’re on the right track. 
Most landlords aren’t thorough 
enough with the screening process. 
You can’t get to know someone with- 
out spending some time with them 
and digging into their personalities 
and backgrounds a little. 

I have several rental properties, 
and here are a few tricks that work 
well for me. I always pull a credit bu- 
reau report on prospective renters. I 
also get a big deposit up front. I 
spend quite a bit of time talking to 
them one on one, as well, so with all 
this they’d have to be a pretty good 
con artist to get past me. 

Another thing I do is to drive by 
the place they’re currently living. I 
like to see what condition the house 


is in, and if they keep the yard main-

It’s not a bad idea to get some proof 
of them having made previous rental 
payments on time, either. 

In some ways it’s a leap of faith 
any time you sign an agreement with 
anew tenant. But there are things 
you can do in order to make a more 
informed decision as to whom you’re 
doing business with. And who 
knows? Lots of renters appreciate 
knowing they have a landlord who 
handles things in a professional 
manner.

What the law will allow 


Dear Dave, 

A debt collector has been calling 
members of my family to get infor- 
mation on me. She has identified her- 
self as collector, and I want to pay 
what I owe, but is it legal for them to 
do this? If not, what can I do to make 
them stop?

No, it isn’t legal. If she identified 
herself in any way as a debt collec- 
tor, and spoke with anyone but you 

' about your debt, she has broken fed- 
eral law. This is a violation of the 
Fair Debt Collection Practices Act. 
You need to file a complaint with the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
against this collector and her com- 
pany. 

I would also advise recording the 
conversation the next time they call. 
Just tell them at the beginning that 
you'll be taping any interaction you 
have with them from that point for- 
ward, and tell your relatives to do the 
same thing. That way, you’ll have 
proof of their misbehavior to hand 
over to the FTC or the attorney gen- 
eral. You might even be able to get 
this crooked collector shut down. 

Don’t get me wrong. It’s perfectly 
okay to collect a debt. If you’re a 
creditor or collector, it’s simply 
money that’s owed to you, and you 
deserve it. But you must do it within 
the confines of the law, and you 
should do it within the confines of 
good taste. If you owe money, you 
should be honorable enough to pay 
what you owe. But this kind of be- 
havior is just harassment and intimi- 
dation. Don’t let them get away with 
it, Katherine!

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Art Raising Awareness for Impact of Local Foods 


The local foods move- 
ment is more than just a 
trend sweeping the nation. 
Restaurants are embracing 
the idea of preparing foods 
grown locally. Consumers 
are searching out farmer’s 
markets more and more to 
satisfy a growing desire to 
know where their food 
comes from. And it isa 
trend that makes a huge 
impact on the economies 
where it takes hold. Mil- 
lions of dollars are spent 
on food in Emmet County 
alone, every year. Very lit- 
tle of it stays in the com- 
munity. A group of local 
residents and organiza- 
tions want to change that. 

Scott Smith, Petoskey 
resident, local volunteer 
and photo contest commit- 
tee member, shares how all 
of this inspired the new 
From Farm to Frame: Ripe 
Moments through the Lens 
photo contest and exhibi- 
tion. 

“In the spring of 2011, 
when we [Petoskey-Harbor 
Springs Community Foun- 
dation] first started talking 
about possible roles for the 
community foundation as 
part of its land use initia- 
tive, one idea we had for 
getting input on what peo- 
ple valued (and disliked) 
about the landscape and en- 
vironment in this area was 
to have people (at that time, 
we focused mostly on 
young people) take pictures 
of features of land use that 
they thought were impor- 
tant to them, pretty, ugly, 
etc. As TI recall, Sara [Ward] 
had the idea first, based on 
experience with previous 
community foundation ac- 
tivities. As we talked about 
this more and began to nar- 
row in on “awareness rais- 
ing” as an important role 
that the foundation could 
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play, the idea evolved into 
using these photos to stim- 
ulate a discussion that 
would get the photogra- 
phers and others talking 
about what they valued and 
to use this to raise aware- 
ness and motivate activi- 
ties to increase the things 
that were valued and de- 
crease the things that were 
not.” 

Then fate gave a little 
nudge. Smith continues, “ 
In the summer of 2011, 
Crooked Tree Arts Center 
hosted a ‘Coffee at Ten’ 
presentation and exhibit 
about a program conducted 
at Michigan State Univer- 
sity where students who 
went on study trips over- 
seas took photographs that 
in their view captured a 
certain number of differ- 
ent aspects of their experi- 
ence, e.g., pretty, ugly, old, 
new, people, self, etc. The 
photos submitted by the 
students were “judged” by 
the professor, as I recall, 
and the exhibit comprised 
the top 2-3 winners in each 
of the various categories. I 
attended the presentation 
and was very impressed 
with this concept of using 
photography to reflect how 
different people saw things, 
and was inspired to incor- 
porate this into our still 
pretty nascent idea of doc- 
umenting photographically 
different features and per- 
spectives of the local land- 
scape. The idea of a juried 
photo contest with differ- 
ent categories of entries 
was inspired by that exam- 
ple, together with Crooked 
Tree’s annual photo con- 
tests.” 

As the community foun- 
dation’s group began to 
focus its’ land use initiative 
on local farming and food 
production, the photo con- 
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Herbs, Wildwood Gardens, Petoskey Farmer’s Market 


test idea evolved into one 
that would concentrate on 
various aspects of local 
food and farming rather 
than land uses/landscapes 
overall. Sara Ward, of the 
community foundation, 
and Smith began to share 
the idea of a photo contest 
with others in the area to 
refine ideas of priority ac- 
tivities that the community 
foundation could support. 
These discussions, which 
included one with Liz 
Ahrens, executive director 
of Crooked Tree Arts Cen- 
ter, resulted in additional 
ideas and details that could 
be utilized for the photo 
contest awareness project. 

Feeling that there was 
enough momentum, sup- 
port, and promising 
prospects to carry out the 
photo contest this summer, 
with the exhibition in late 
fall, the community foun- 
dation granted seed money 
for the photo contest as 
part of the land use initia- 
tive. With these grant 
funds, the Institute for Sus- 
tainable Living, Art & Nat- 
ural Design and Crooked 
Tree Arts Center agreed to 
join the community foun- 
dation in organizing the 
project. The idea was also 
planted that the photo con- 
test and exhibit could an- 
chor a series of related 
events, becoming a harvest 
festival/celebration of 
local foods: a goal that the 
groups organizing “From 
Farm to Frame...” hope 
will take the awareness and 
discussion of local foods to 
a higher level. 

Jen Schaap, contest proj- 
ect manager and local 
foods producer at Black- 
bird Gardens, shares the 
heart of the contest’s goal, 
“The hope is that we can 
deepen the understanding 
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of local foods in our imme- 
diate area. There are folks 
just beginning to crawl out 
of the woodwork in this 
movement, and the group 
at the college, and the work 
that the foundation is 
doing, both work toward 
furthering that... This re- 
gion has deep roots in agri- 
culture and we’re starting 
to tend that re-sprouting 
culture to achieve all these 
goals of local economy, 
local jobs, healthy eating, 
and less dependency on 
dirty resources to get the 
food to the plate.” 

And indeed, with numer- 
ous other local businesses 
sharing their resources, 
the sponsorship for the 
contest and exhibition have 
grown. The contest and ex- 
hibit will showcase the 
beauty of small farms and 
local food through three 
different categories of 
entry: (1) local food pro- 
duction (“from the farm”), 
local food sales (“from the 
markets”), and local food 
preparation and presenta- 
tion (“from the table”). All 
photographs must have 
been taken in Emmet or 
Charlevoix counties and 
must not have been previ- 
ously exhibited at Crooked 
Tree Arts Center. Jury se- 
lected photographs will 
hang in an exhibition at 
Crooked Tree Arts Center 
in the Lower Level Gallery; 
prizes will be awarded to 
all winning entrants. 

Supporting photogra- 
pher efforts, local farm 
markets have open photo 
days: Aug. 4 at Boyne City 
and Harbor Springs, Aug. 
10 at Petoskey and Aug. 11 
at Pellston. Photographers 
are encouraged to present 
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images non-traditionally as 
well as traditionally. 
“There is a beauty in the 
unusual depiction; a fasci- 
nation with the shapes of 
nature” mentions Valerie 
St. Pierre Smith, Crooked 
Tree Arts center program 
director. “There is expan- 
siveness to farming, and an 
intimacy to cooking and 
sharing meals. Photo- 
graphs can be a powerful 
medium to convey these 
contrasts we find our 
food.” The contest is being 
juried by professional pho- 
tographers Gary Howe 
from Edible Grand Tra- 
verse, noted artist photog- 
rapher Robert deJonge and 
photojournalist G. Randal 
Goss. 

Several local farms and 
gardens are open to the 
public, and make a great 
first stop on a photogra- 
pher documenting the jour- 
ney of our food. To allow 
photographers to take ad- 
vantage of the various 
stages of the growing sea- 


son and farm markets, sub- 
missions are open now 
through September 14, 
2012. Eligible contestants 
can submit in one of two 
age groups: 18 and under or 
amateur/professional pho- 
tographers with no age re- 
strictions. There is no 
residency requirement for 
participating; however 
there are size restrictions 
for submissions. 

Schaap sums it up “It’s 
not just about healthy eat- 
ing, and being able to buy 
seasonal fresh foods. It’s 
about creating a local econ- 
omy that is sustainable in 
terms of supporting local 
farmers and their living 
wage, and sustainable in 
terms of how far our food 
travels.”

side Arts Fair is superb. It 
takes place at Elm Pointe, 
which is an original site of a 
pioneer homestead that 
evolved into an eleven-acre 
estate featuring a main resi- 
dence and a lodge. The own- 
ers of the estate, Dr. and Mrs. 
George Westgate, granted the 
property to the City of East 
Jordan in 1972 to be “used 
and devoted exclusively for 
public purposes.” Elm Pointe 
was officially designated as a 
Michigan Historical Site in 
1999. 

Today, the main floor of the 
lodge is home to the East Jor- 
dan Portside Art and Histori- 
cal Museum, featuring 
artifacts from the lumbering 
and agricultural eras, as well 
as railroad, military and local 
manufacturing memorabilia. 
Also on the property, The Cy- 
gred Riley Art Gallery offers 
an exceptional collection of 
paintings and crafts pur- 
chased from the winners of 
the Portside Art Fair each 
year since 1971.
